‘Fred Winn Says

Hongkong will do much better at lawn bowls in the 
Empire Games at Cardiff next year than she did in the 
Vancouver Games i in 1954, - 

This opinion was expressed by no less well-known_ a- lawn bowls 


personality than Mr F. Winn, “Fred” to his many friends, who is on a 
holiday visit to Hongkong together with two other Australian lawn 


bowlers, Rex Law and 
Fred was a member of the 
Australian team which toured 
England jn 1950, was captain, 
and Jeader of the Australian 
team which played In South 
Atrica and Rhodesia in. 1952-53 
and wos manager of the Aus 
tralicn Empire Games team iy 
Vanecuver in 1954, Now 70, 
he: has played bowls in no 
fewer than 14 countries, ‘ 


"Yes, bowls—we don’t use 
the’ term Jawn bowls in 
Australia—is a wonderful game,” 
reminisced Fred In the course of 
a pleasant chat I had with hin 
at the Palm Court Hotel where 
he ig staying, 


“People join the navy to see 
the world, but I have found a 
betler way, that of jolning the 
bowls fraternity to see the 
world, [ have even dined off 
gold plate, lunched and played 
bowls at Windsor Castle and 
have been treated like royalty 
in a’ great number of countries, 
all jn the name of this grand 
sport’, 


MUCH ENHANCED 


Asked why he should rale 
Hongkong’s chances very high 
in the next Empire Games, Fred 
replied: that -the greens in 
Cardiff, on which he has played, 
though’ Not as fast o9 those in 
Australia are very much faster 
than those in| Vancouver, and 
the prospects of countries 
accustomed to playing on fast 
greens are therefore very much 
enhanced, 


He said that when the 
Commonwealth's bowlery went 
to Vancouver in 1054, it was 
just after the place had had 
eight months of winter and the 
ground wag extremely wet ond 
sodden undernesth, Morcover, 
there are no club greens “in 
Canada as we hove them here 
-4n Hongkong or other countries, 


The greens aro all in public 
parks and looked after by park 
rangers who may or may not 
have any knowledge on how, to 
Joo, after a lnwn bowls green, 


“T, remember,” he said, “ask- 
Ing the ‘park rangers to cut 
tho grass short, but this was 
the answer [ yot: ‘Mr Winn, it 
I cut the grass short, It wilt 
brown and die, and my duty Is 
to keep the ‘grass green and 
beautiful and not for playing 


Jawn bowls cn,” 


When asked what he thought 
of Hongkong’s greons, Fred 
diplomatleally remarked that 
he Js ooly a visitor and it would 
not be polite for him to make 
any comments. But he spoke 
‘enihusinsllcatly, of the greens in 
Australia, which he thinks ore 
the best in the world, 


“In Australia," he explained,
